Want Toachers Are Dolnff to Decrease th» 


Peroentaeo of Illiteracy. 


The members of tbe teaching profes- 


sion, in this country are exhibiting, at 
the present time, n most commendable 
zeal m all good works. 
A review ol 


the proceedings of the district conven- 
tions, county institutes and State asso- 
ciations reveals an extraordinary spirit 
of progress. The columns of tho edu- 
cational periodicals abound in papers 
which are full of interesting sugges- 
tions, original ideas and theories of all 
kinds. Every teacher seems to have 
his or her peculiar view which, on the 
proper occasion, is very courageously 
advanced. Opinions, diametrically op- 
posed, constantly clash, but all are the 
outcome of one unanimous desire—im- 
provement. Tho country at large is to 
be felicitated on this condition of 
things. 
It occasionally surprises the tuition 


and tax-payers to find how far some of 
the vital questions in tho administration 
of the public schools are from being do- 
finitelv settled, but this surprise grows 
out of the American disposition to re- 
gard ten years a century and iit'ty years 
an age, and to forget that we are vet, 
and naturally, in the period of institu- 
tional begmumgs and experiments. 
The public at large should not, there- 
fore, grow restive because tho teachers 
are given to debate ami disagreement. 
They will come to conclusions, doubt- 
less, in good time. Their energy and 
devotion to educational interests must 
be considered as devoid of the sellKh- 
nost that characterises place-hunting 
politicians, for the reason that their 
positions are usually arduous aad their 
Unancial expectations inconsiderable. 
[They certainly present themselves m 
the attitude of soldiers enlisted on tlio 
side of a great nud worthy cause, their 
'loyalty being duo to purer anil higher 
motives than individual benefit. 


The question of a largo appropriation 


by tho National Government to be de- 
votud to tho suppression of illiteracy 
has aroused them as never before. 
They now Had themselves facing a 
great evil with tho possibility of secur- 
ing efl'ective means for its overthrow, 
and they feel something of that ardor 
which our forefathers full when the 
Stamp Tax enabled them to dr.iw a 
line, and which the old Abolitionists 
experienced when tho proposition to 
extend slavery brought their affair to 
an issue. 
Heretofore the teachers, 


though imbued with a desire to ban- 
ish ignorance from tho land, were con- 
tent to plod along in their mission, be- 
lieving that the light would gradually 
spread as the years wore on, yet with 
tha discouraging consciousness that 
'the lane was very long. Now, sud- 
denly, an over-plus in the Treasury 
suggests a plan whereby a grand ad- 
vance can be made, and the conse- 
quence is n general stimulation of en- 
ergy and -oajrer desire to go forth to 
conquer- Whether such an appropria- 
tion by the Government is altogether 
advisable is not the question with them. 
They have settled that to their own sat- 
isfaction, and believe, If we may trust 
the reports, that tho country's glory 
can ba subserved in no way so well as 
by educating the great body of illit- 
erate voters. Whether or not tho ap- 
propriation shall be made, the teachers 
will have been greatly elevated In the 
public regard by the philanthropic po- 
sition they have taken, and tho assur- 
ance they have given that they are 
striving according to their best lights 
to Improve the intellectual and moral 
liio of the Nation. 


Realizing, therefore; the progress the 


teachers are making in the work of 
educating the people—a progress which 
has tho positive testimony of figures— 
the relation of tho teacher to reforma- 
tory measures in the prisons is a mat- 
ter for the curious to consider. If ed- 
ucation means the increase of the 
citizen's responsibilities, it may be per- 
tinently suggested that, with the in- 
crease of educational opportunities, 
prison discipline should prow sharper, 
and punishment rather than reforma- 
tion bo the policy of the prison-keep- 
ers. If the percentage of illiteracy, 
accordingly, continues to be reduced 
by the teachers, tho social scientists of 
the country should not fail to give this 
matter their attention. — 0. C. Matthews, 
•in the Current,

The work of cloariiig up land com- 
prised the most of funning in the early 
settli'mont of tho country. 
It was

probably u surfeit of this employment. 
To their successors clearing up new 
land bus perhaps socmed moro labo- 
rloin than it really is. There is also a 


reviilent iilcu that the land which was 
ot thought valuable for cuHivation 
ears ago is not likely to prove so now.

able kindd of timber. There are prob- 
ably also many places where laud is oi

Some of tho land, however, that tne 


early settlers rejected ns worthless Is 
now most valuable. In heavily wood- 
ed districts their great horror was astir- 
plus of water. They could not under- 
dr»in on account of "tree roots. In tho 
original forests water evaporated so 
ilowlv that the wet land appeared much 
wettor than it has since proved to be. 
Our low lunds, when drained and re- 
claimed, tire more valuable than any 
other tracts. It is very possible, wheu 
we tiike to timber-growing, thai we 
shall cover the hill-tops with trees, aud 
put our bouses, orchards, nnd cultiva- 
ted Ik'lds on the lower lands, win 1> 
will then be sheltered from the fierce 
stornH that often prevail. 
In thes« 


cold, winter days wo are tempted to 
think that tin) early settlers made n 
mistttku in clearing all the hillsides. It 
was not a mistake for their time-., how 
over; and ill we liud it an e\il, it ia emu 
which we can easily remedy. 
Un- 


donbtedly our low, timbered lands are 
naturally more fertile than the uplands. 
In this respect those localities are for- 
tunate where the earliest clearings wero 
mnde on bljjb ground; for it louvos us 
bolter land to work up now. 


It must be confessed, however, thai 


thn first one or two years' cxperienco 
lu working this new hind is often dis- 
appointing. The larpe crops our fath- 
ers reported from the stump lots newly 
burned over are not commonly soourod 
on new laud at tin- present time.

do not burn U over as thoy did, and, 
being wetter, it needs nndevdraiiiin^ 
ivudlhu action of liglil and frost to put 
it into tillable, condition. This is a 
slower process than the old plan of 
burning tho cleared hind so severely 
that nearly one-half its vegetable mat- 
ter is left "in tho form of ashes on the 
surface.

Umber lots are harder to clear off than 
tho original heavy forests. 
It is all 


partially cleared now, tho more valu- 
iible timber having generally been 
already sold. 
What trees arc loft are 


knotted and gnarled by the 
fierce 


storms that ha\e swept against them 
in the partial clearing*. 
But to offset 


this, by the us» of dynamite wo can 
clear out stumps in a few hours which 
our fathers hud to plow around for 
years until they slowly rotted away. 
Stones can also" bo cleared off by the 
same means, though 
where 
large 


bowlders fill the soil it i» usully beet to 
leavo tho land to bo occupied by tim- 
ber rather than try to reclaim it for 
cultivation. 
The most satisfactory reclamation ol 


land is of low, marshy soils near large 
cities, where they can be nsed for 
market gardening. The thorough un- 
dordraiuing of a marsh, when it is pro- 
posed to convert it into good land, is 
always expensive; but when done the 
laud is of the best, and the improve- 
ment is one of a permanent character. 
This kind of marsh land can often be 
purchased very cheaply. 
Rated by its 


present productive value it is worth 
little or nothing. Make it dry land, and 
it increases the value of all tho property 
in itg vicinity. The business of garden- 
ing and furnishing milk for the city 
market may sotnotimcs be advantage- 
ously combined on such land, and each 
branch of business will supplement the 
other. 
In this way jouug men with 


•kill and energy, but with very little 
capital, are sometimes able to make 
good homes for themselves, after a very 
Few years, from whnt was originally re- 
garded as almost worthless territory. 


In considering the value of raw land, 


Its nearness to villages, cities, and a 
market is necessarily an Important fac- 
tor. 
Land is very p'lenty in this coun- 


try, and tho fact that Western new 
lands are so easily got into cultivation 
has probably retarded the improvement 
of our more difllcult fields of bog, 
morass, or timber. 
But we are steadily 


reaching toward better tillage every- 
where. 
Tho area of virgin soil U 


steadily decreasing, and even new rail- 
roads can not open new fields as they 
have dona heretofore. It will, perhaps, 
be a loss to somo improvident farmers 
when wo can no longer easily get new 
land to exhaust; but it will certainly bii 
a gain to the country when our people 
shall be obliged, in order to get virgin 
land, to go through tho slower and 
more expensive process of reclaiming 
and Improving it.— American Cultiva- 
tor.
